archists held a reunion last evening in Bar- 
celona to celebrate the new year. There was 
much incendiary talk, and several of the 
speakers predicted a reign of bloodshed and 
terror in Spain during the year just opened. 
The leading Anarchist, one Molas, deciared 
that he meant to inaugurate 1893 with a bap- 
tism of blood. Great shouts of approval and 
torrents of denunciation of the grande and 
middle world were made. 

A female anarchist, named Therese Clare- 
munt sprang to the platform. She is as 
flercean enemy of the established order of 
things as Louise Michael and a good deal 
handsomer. 

**Go home,’’ she cried, with flashing eyes 
and tossing hair. ‘‘Go home for the present 


and save the centimes your oppressors allow | 


you toearn while they revel in wealth—save 
the wretched inheritance to buy rifies and 
prepare ‘to 
capitalists and thelr miserable tools the 
destruction provided for them in the An- 
archist programme.’’ 

Howls and shouts of applause broke in up- 
on the words of the speaker. 

**Give them no quarter,’’ she cried; 
quarter; I will lead tothe points of the bayo- 
net.’’

DYNAMITE IN RUSSIA. 

ST. PRTERSBURG, Jan. 2.—lrince Pariat- 
inski’s castle, inthe Government of Kursk, 
wes the scene of a dynamite explosion yes- 
terday.

That part of the castlein whice the Superin- 
tendent’s bedroom was situated was under- 
mined. The bedroom, withall its contents, 
was destroyed, and partofthe wing demol- 
Yshed, but the Superintendent, by mere acci- 
dent, was absent from his room.

THE PARIS REDS. 
' PARIS, Jan.2.—Many Anarchists’ revolution- 
istic placards have bee® found in Paris, The 
police efface them quickly as possible.

But such attempts are not likely to be 
serious, asthe policeare fully cognizant of 
the plans of the revolutionists.

SERIOUS LABOR TROUBLES IN CFERMANY. 
BERLIN, Jan. 2,—The authoritics are con- 
siderably agitated by the serious character 
of the strike of coal miners inthic Saar dis- 
trict, and yesterday four battalions of the 
Twenty-ninth and Forty-ninth hegiments 
and a large force of the cendarmerie 
were ordered to the s&cene of the 
disturbance. The mumber of strikers has 
increased rapidiy and now pumber about 
22,000. Many of, them have arms, and serious 
rioting is reported at several points in the 
district. The leaders Of the strike have forced 
thousands to join them who would lave pre- 
ferred to remain at work, ano their object 
appears to be not so Much to Obtain allevia- 
tion of the conditions under which they have 
been employed as to excite an insur- 
rection. The authorities Dbhave received 
information that Socialist and Anarchist 
agitators are behind the Movement and the 
Kaiser has given orders that all lawlessness

THE SALOON QUESTION THE IMPORTANT ISSUE 
—WOMEN VOTING. 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ontario, Jan. 2.—Munici- 
pal elections are being held in all the towns 
and cities in Ontario to-day. The saloon 
question is the issue and the women are 
taking an active partin the campaign. 

Among the by-laws proposed is one pro- 
viding that ali drinking resorts shall be 
closed after7 o’clock each evening in the 
week. Every woman in London who isa 
property owner is entitled to vote. There 
are 950 names on the woman’s voting list, 
and these women, with their friends, are 
working for the enactment of the law. They 
have established headquarters and are 
making a house-to-house canvass .

RAPID TRANSIT. 


Question to Be Solved in the City 
of New York. 


New YorRK, Jan. 2.—A commiutt of the 
directors of the Manhattan Elevated Railroad 
Co, called uponthe Rapid Transit Commis- 
sionersand made a formal proposition to ex- 
tend the existing elevated systemin sucha 
madner as to providea complete and efficient 
system of rapid transit for this city. The 
company had already proposed a plan of ex- 
tension, but this plan the committee with- 


drew, with the request that the commission- 
ers first draw upa plan of their own. The 
committee promised that the company would 
do its best to meetthe views of the com- 
missioners and the commissioners on their 
part agreed to consider the proposition early 
this month. However, the elevator company 
foreseeing that no responsible persons would 
be ilkely to make bids on the expensive 
scheme proposed by the commission, ap- 
pointed a commlttee of its directors with 
power to turther its own plans. This com- 
mittee consisted of J. Plerpont Morgan, Sam 
Sloan, George J. Gould, R. M. Galloway, 
Russell Sage and George Bliss. Early yester- 
day morning this committee called at the 
rooms of the commission. Mr. Steinway 
of the Rapid Transit Commission opened the 
discussion by saying that he understood that 
the committee wished to propose amplifica- 
tion of the present elevuted railroad sys- 
tem asa solution of the problem of rapid 
transit for this city. 

‘*Thatis what we wish to propose,’’ re- 
piled Mr. Morgan. ‘‘We prefer that the com- 
mission suggest what in their opinion would 
be the best means for securing rapid transit 
in addition to the facilities already provided 
by the existing elevated road. We will 
pledge you that the Manhattan corporation 
will carry out your ideas to any extent which 
is possible.’’ 

*“\Wehave been studying plans for over- 
head roads independent of your road,’’ said 
Mr. Spencer, *‘as well as the plans which 
your corporation has .aiready submitted, 
Agreat deal of work willl be required to ac- 
commodate our various ideas to the new 
proposition to enlarge your system to meet 
the city’s needs. How far our ideas can be 
worked into the present system is as yet an 
unsolved problem, and this we would hnve 
to carefully consider before we can enter into 
an understanding with you. 

“The question then is,’’ said Mr. Morgan, 
‘“‘whether the commission can co-operate 
with the Manhattan company.’’ 

**That is the question,’’ said Mr. Steinway. 
**] can say for the commission that it will 
proceed toan immedlate consideration of your 
proposition ana will give you an answer at 
the earliest possible moment.’’ ‘*Then,’’ 
said Mr. Morgan, rising, ‘‘the committee 
will retire simply stating that the corpora- 
tion which it represents is ready to meet you 
at any time on any reasonabie basis.’’ The 
committee left the room and the Commis- 
sioners at once went into executive session. 
Mr. Sage was seen at the door. ‘‘*This is all 
preliminary,’’ he said, ‘‘we have no plans 
now, having withdrawn our previous plans; 
we will try toagree withthe wishes of the 
commission.’’

New York, Jan. 2.—Another slight § in- 
crease in the mortality ofthe city was no- 
ticed during the past week. The deaths, 
numbered 752, as against 705 for the pre- 
ceding week. Of the total number of 
deaths during the week 258 were among chil- 
dren under 5 years of age, against 
226 the previous week. The tenement house 
mortality numbered 472, fifty more than the 
prececing week, While the institutions showed 
179 deaths, a decrease of eight. Diphtheria 
shows an increase Of 17 deaths; typhoid fever, 
5; bronchitis, 7; pneumonia, 11; measles, 4. 
The mortaility record for the twenty-four 
hours ending at noon yesterday showed 100 
Cceaths from all causes. °

Quincr, lll., Jan. 2.—-At 6 0’clock Saturday 
evening there was filed in the County Re- 
corder’s office a chattle mortgage for $15,- 


263.73, made out by the Pollock-Murphy Co., 
dealers in dry goods, to Mr. 
Louis Ullman of New York City. This 
mortgage is to insure the payment 
of three notes and covers the company’s stock 
of dry goods. On learning of this mortgage 
the Ricker National bank,which held a $5,000 
note against the company, went before the 
County Court, where an execution was issued 
and placed in the hands of the sheriff. Sheriff 
Vancil took charge of the stock of 
thecompany and ciosed the doors shortly 
after 8 o’clock this forenoon. Upto noon 
to-day the following claims had been filed 
against the company in the Circuit Clerk’s 
office: Ricker National Bank, $5,318; The H, 
B. Claflin Co, Of New York City, 9: 
Teffe, Weller & Co., $1,718.48; Fred Victor & 
Achelis, $1,500; S. Rothschild & Bro., $1,274.53.

NOT THE RIGHT MAN 


Tascott Did Not Fire the Shot That 
Killed Millionaire Snell, 


THE MURDERER KNOWN TO THE POLICE 
AND NOW IN CHICAGO. 


Revelations of a Detective Who Has Been 
Working All Clewsin the Case—Tas- 
cott Not Captured Becguse He Would 
Prove a Damaging Witness—Kept Well 
Supplied With Money. 


GHMICAGO, Jan. 2.—‘*Whether William B. 
Tascott is in Alaska or not, he did not mur- 
der Millionaire A. J. Snell. 

‘*The man who murdered Snell on the night 
of Feb. 7, 1888, lives in Chicago and is well 
known. He does not want to have Tascott 
caught, and he is furnishing him money all 
the time to keep away from Chicago.’’ 

S80 said Detective John A. Dier after being 
shown the dispatch from Spokane, Wash., to 
the effect that Jules Beauvols, a miner 
recently returned from Alaska, declared that 
in Sitka, Juneau, and other places he saw 
and conversed with Tascott. Detective Dier 
perhaps knows more about the famous Snell 
tragedy than any other manin Chicago out- 
side the participants in the bloody deed. He 
passed more than two years making investi- 
gations of the mysterious robbery and assas- 
sination and in searching forthe murderer. 
He is confident that Tascott was not the 
Slayer of Millionaire Snell, and is equally 
positive that the deed was committed by a 
man still living in this city. 

‘*If Tascott is in Alaska,’’ said Detective 
Dier, ‘the went there after March last, for at 
that date he was ina certain town in Man- 
itoba, But there or elsewhere there is little 
danger of his apprehension and return to 
Chicago. As a matter of fact, the offer of a 
reward is no longer in force, and if eny one 
should arrest and bring Tascott to Chicago 
he would have his trouble for nothing. 

‘*Jules Beauvois knew Tascottin Chicago, 
and should therefore be able to recognize 
him in Alaska, although Tascott is much 
thinner faced than he was when the murder 
was committed. 

‘*You have seen him then, since the murder 
of Snell?’’ 

**I did not say so, did 1?’’ laughingly replied 
Mr. Diel. ‘‘I have kept pretty close track of 
him, though, and he could have been ar- 
rested a dozen times within the last two 
years if anybody had wanted him very bad. 
But, as I was saying about Beauvols, he 
knew Tascott in Chicago. Beauvois was a 
bartender by profession and all around sport 
in practice. He used to hang around Hannah 
& Hogg’s places a good deal, but has been 
missing from Chicago for a couple of years. I 
have no further interest in the Snell-Tascott 
case other than a desire to see the right man 
brought tojusticefor that marder. I worked 


two years on the case and spent $1,990 of iny 
own money in folowing up the matter. Asa 
result I am. enabled to declarethat Tascott 
nerer murdered Spell. The man who did the 
kiling lives in’ Chicago and has speat a for- 
tune keeping Tascott out of the way and in 
covering up his own tracks. 

‘There were four men implicated inthe 
robbery and murder—the man who did the 
killing, two other men and Tascott. Tascott 
was taken into the scheme under the pre- 
tense that robbery alone was contemplated. 
He was placed on watch on the outside of the 
house and the other three men entered. 
After rifling the safe of valuable papers, they 
made a noise, which brought old man Snell 
into the room, and this man to whom I have 
alluded killed him, At the sound of the shots 
Tascott, according to his own story and from 
other evidence I have secured, ran away. 
Tascott remained in town a day ortwoand 
then went to st. Paul, where he remained 
three weeks, during which time he received 
by express a big package of money from Chi- 
cago, with instructions to leave the country. 

‘*The man who did the killing wenttoa 
drug store on West Madison Street shortly 
after the killingand had a wound in his leg 
dressed. Thedrug clerk who was on duty 


' that night was a green boy who had been in 


the store only afew weeks and knew com- 
paratively nothing about the business. He 
nad no means and was working fora pit- 
tance. Three or four weeks after the murder 
and while the police and detectives were 
searching heavenand earth for clews, this 
drug clerk went toa watering place up north 
of Chicago and openeda drug store witha 
$10,000 stock of goods.’’ . 

‘*Where has Tascott been all these years?’’ 

‘‘Ob, at various places, butIcan tell you 
some things. He spencia good deal of time in 
Manitoba. In Varch, 189, he was living in 
London, Canada, under the name of Dennis 
Maguire. I have known his whereabouts 
nearly all the time and so have those who are 
interested in keeping him under cover. At 
one timelI was prepared to Dring him to 
Chicago to turn State’s evidence against the 
real murderer, but the plan was frustrated 
by people living in Chicago. 

‘*Tascott was in Chicago several days in 
December, 189l—a lIittie more thana year 
avzo—and while here received a considerable 
sum of money. During his stay in the city 
he was disguised as a bentold man, with 
white hair and beard. Hereturned tothe 
north and remained there until he wentto 
Alaska. One thingis certain, he is not the 
slayer of A. J. Snell, but has consented to be 
the scapegoat for a certain sum of money 
and a guarantee of sarety. 

‘‘It ls perhaps not generally known that 
early in the evening on the night of the mur- 
der Millionaire Snellandthe man who killed 
him had a fight in Spell’s barn over business 
matters. The man left vowing vengeance, 
and, securing the aid of Tascott and two 
other men, returned in the night for the 
purpose of robbery, but it was this man’s in- 
tention allthe timeto kill Snell, and he ful- 
filed his threat. 


MURDERER WING. 


HE ATTEMPTS TO TAKE HIS LIFE IN THE 


LOUISVILLE JAIL. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 2,.—Bert Wing, the 
notorious double murderer, attempted to 
end his life atan early hour yesterday morn- 
ing in his cellin the County Jalil. He was 
heard groaning and the guard opened his 
cell and found him on his cot writhing in 
pain. He then fell into a stupor, but revived 
after a liberal use of the stomach pump and 
emetics,

It 
was to investigate the offers of the syndicate 
that James Campbell, the banker and broker 
and street railroad magnate, went East some 
time ago. Mr. Campbell ts still East, but Is 
expected back shortly. The syndicate, as 
was statedin the PosT-DISPATCH,is composed 
of Lee, Higginson & Co. of Boston, William 
C. Whitney, the New York political leader; 
President-elect Grover Cleveland, Dan La- 
mont, Mr. Cleveland’s former private secre- 
tary, andothers.

AT THE MERCY OF RASCALS. 


The farcical proceedings of the Council 
in the Foerstel case not only stultify tha 
body but emphasize the failure of justice 
and law vindication all along the line of 
municipal administration. 

Although the Council exonerated Foer- 
stei and gave him a clean official bill of 
health, the little testimony it 
brought out to force a_ useless 
plea from Foerstel’s attorney proved 
the ex-Treasurer to be guilty of the 
grossest misconduct in office. It is hardly 
to be expected that a Council which dem- 
onstrates an official’s guilt only to clear 
him by an overwhelming vote will take 
any further action towards fixing resposi- 
bility for the crime committed in that 
.Official’s cffice or towards punishing other 
officials for their neglect of duty. On the 
civil side the case may be regarded as 
closed, but does this end it? 

On the record Michael Foerstel is a de- 
faulter to the amount of nearly $64,000. 
His name is signed to false statements de- 
vised to cover a deficiency in the Treasury 
and to deceive supervising officials. There 
s evidence that he knew of the shortage and 
consented to its concealment. Whether 
he participated in the crime or aided in its 
concealment can only be determined by 
investigation. The burden of suspicion 
lies against him by reason of his official 
responsibility. 

Under such circumstances the law makes 
it imperative upon the prosecuting officer 
to institute criminal proceedings against 
the official responsible for the crime. The 
Grand-jury is bound to inquire into it and 
the executive authorities of the city are in 
duty bound to see thatthe laws are vindi- 
cated by the punishment of all offenders. 

Is the Push combine sufficiently power- 
ful to protect its guilty officials at every 
point? Can it assure its supporters of ex- 
oneration for wrong-doing by forcing the 
nullification of law and neglect of duty in 
every department of the city government? 

If such crimes as the robbery of the Citv 
Treasury and the attempted burning of 
the City Hall are passed without investiga- 
tion or punishment for admitted responsi- 
bility, St. Louis is at the mercy of the 
rascals.

THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 


The present electoral system has iailed, 
asallother schemes of indirect elections 
have failed. But the principal vice of the 
electoral college is not that it does not ac- 
curately reflect the popular will, but that 
it gives rise to uncertainties which often 
grow into serious dangers, particularly in 
close elections. This was conspicuously 
the casein 1876, and inthe last election 
any one of the d sputes over single elec- 
toral votes would cause trouble had the 
result depended upon a small margin. 

The consideration of this question is 
among the first duties of the Fifty-third 
Congress. The good luck which has at- 
tended election disputes in the past can 
not, in the nature of things, continue for- 
ever, and no party can expect to be so for- 
bearing as was the Democratic party in 
1876, when a President was foisted upon 
the country by extra constitutional means 
who had been rejected by the people. If 
some safer method is not found the coun- 
try will, sooner or later, be plunged into 
disasters which the imagination does not 
like tocontemplate. It is true that after 
1876 anelectoral count law was enacted 
which remedied some of the faults made 
prominent at that time, but the root of the 
difficulty was left untouched. 

There are many suggestions covering 
this difficulty, most of which would prob- 
ably be asufficient guarantee against the 
dangers which now threaten, but.in those 
which provide for an election by popular 
vote of the whole people State autonomy is 
invaded and State lines ignored. To a 
people to whom local self government, 
even in national matters, is held the dear- 
est of political possessions this would be 
intolerable 

The Springer plan now before Congress 
and the so-called Michigan plan are, how- 
ever, not affected with this vice. The lat- 
ter, which is, perhaps, the simplest, was 
in vogue in most of the States in the early 
days of the Republic and no sound ob- 
jection can be urged againstit. It provides 
for a registration of the popular will as 
expressed in each Congressional district 
instead of lumping all the electors on one 
ti¢ket and leaving the result to the chance 
of a very small plurality in a vote of per- 
haps two or three millions as happened in 
New York in 1884. But it would forever 
eliminate the ‘‘doubtful State’’ and de- 
prive corruptionists and wirepullers of 
that handy lever. But whether either of 
these two be selected the necessity for a 
change is imperative and no time should 
be lost in making disagreeable complica- 


tions in the future impossible.

NO PLAN OF FUSION SUGGESTED MEETS 
APPROVAL.

The Democrats and Independents Striving 
to Form a Coalition—Republican Hopes 
Sinking—Chasing a Furitive County 
Official—Gov. Flower’s Floral Emblem 
—The Extra Session. 


OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 2.—On Tuesday, at 
Lincoln, will open one of the prettiest three- 
cornered fights ever witnessed ina Legis- 
lative session. Nelther of the three parties 
has strength enough to organize either House 
of the Third Nebraska General Assembly 
without the assistance of the other two, and 
thus far no plan of fusion or combination has 
been presented that meets the approval of 
the parties interested. It seems quite 
probDable, however, thatthe Democrats and 
Independents may get together before to- 
morrow night, 

In addition to the election of a United 
States Senator to succeed Senator Paddock, 
the Legislature will be called upon to deal 
with important railroad legislation and 
other matters of vital interest to the State. 
For these reasons comes the importance of 
controlling the organization of the Houses 
that constitute the body, as the party hold- 
ing the organization can control the legisia- 
tion. It was suggested last night thatthe 
anti-monopoly members of the Legislature, 
irrespective of party, organize tbe body and 
let the senatorial fight take care of itself. 

One of the peculiar features is the situation 
in Knox County. By a decision of the Su- 
preme Court, rendered Saturday, a Repub- 
lican Will be sent to the House from that 
county instead of an Independent. To ac- 
complish this it is necessary to serve the 
court’s writ upon the County Clerk of Knox 
County. When the Balliff reached Niobrara, 
the County Seat,on Saturday evening, he 
found the County Clerk (an Independent) had 
had been warned of his coming and had de- 
camped. The Bailiff is now chasing the fugli- 
tive clerk from place to piace in orderto se- 
cure service upon him. But itistoo late to 


comply with the court’s order and have the 
Republican member present at the organiza- 
tion. Unless the combination last mentioned 
is made effective, the House and Senate will 
probably spend the week getting organized. 


EXTRA SESSION PROSPECTS. 


CONGRESS WILL BE CONVENED IF THE CONDI- 
TION OF THE TREASURY DEMANDS IT. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—The recent 
conference between the President-elect and 
Speaker Crisp was expected to result in some 
authorized announcement on the subject of 
an extra session. While these anticipations 
have not been. realized, as Speaker Crisp 
has studiously refrained from giving 
out any statement as to what 
passed between Mr. Cleveland and 
himeelf, something in the nature 


of a statement on ‘‘good authority’’ Its 
passed around among the Democratic 
leaders. This runsto the effect that while 
no final decision will be made On the question 
ofanextra session of Congress until Febru- 
ary, by which time the cabinet of President- 
elect Cleveland will probably have been se- 
lected, the probabilities are decidedly against 
an oxtra session of Congress before next 
autumn, 

Mr. Cleveland, itis sald, has said to Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress that he willl cali 
Congress together in special session. He also 
told them, it is reported, that it would not be 
convoked vefore autumn unless the financial 
situation andthe conalition of the Treasury 
made itabsolutely imperative that Congress 
should meetin the spring to provide the 
Government withthe necessary amount of 
revenue to meet itsexpenses. He wished to 
avoid the necessity of an early extraordinary 
session. 

Very soon after the holiday recess the sub- 
committee of the Nouse Committee on Ways 
and Means, appolnted to investigate the con- 
dition of the Treasury, will begin its work. 
On the result of tts investigation may possi- 
bly depend the time at which Congress Is 
called together. A conciusion of the present 
majority. of the sub-committee that there 
will be an actual deficit in the Treasury unless 
additional revenue is raised might induce 
Mr. Cleveland, it is thought, to alter 
his views with reference to an 
extra session in the spring, but 
no other consideration that will 
bring about such a resuit is now foreseen. It 
is the opinion of some of the leading Demo- 
crats in the House that the investigation will 
show that the lreasury receiptsand expendl- 
tures are very nearly equal at present and 
that there is grave reason to fear an excess 
ofthe latterinthe coming fiscal year. By 
the endofthis month the sub-committee’s 
en of investigation will either 

concluded or far enough in 
progress to permit the Democratic mem- 
ers to acquaint Mr.Cleveland with the situa- 
tion and their conclusions as to the future, 
so that his tinal decision with reference to an 
extra session may be based on full informa 
tion as to the Treasury conditions which 
will confront his administration the 
first year or year and a half of 
its existence. It Is because of a 
possibility of a close approximation between 
revenues and expenditures that some seri- 
ous attention is being paid by Oemocratic 
members tothe proposition to intrease the 
whisky tax. This would be an easy method 
of raising additional money and Mr. Springer 
aod his associates will take it under advise- 
ment if the result of their investigation dis- 
closes a call for more revenue. 


MICHIGAN SENATORSHIP. 
LANSING, Mich., Jan, 2.—Several of the can- 
didates for United States Senator have ar- 
rived and established their headquarters. 
Foremost among them are Sen- 
ator Stockbridge, who hopes to succeed 
himself, and , ex-Gov. Cyrus Luce. Both 


candidates are confident of winning the 
fight, but if some of the Republicans bolt 
the caucus, which will be held to-morrow, 
one of the many dark horses wili,. it is 
thought, stand a good show for the piace. 
Whether a uemand for viva voce vote will 
be made a provision in the 
call ror the Senatorial caucus 
circulated for Repubdlican members’ signa- 
tures is a matter of considerabie specula- 
tion. The Stockbridge men, while insisting 
that they had just as soon have an open 
as a secret vote, say that it is a 
question to be decided by the caucus 
after it has organized and they particularly 
denounce what they callan attempt by out- 
side persons to dictate totne Legisiature.

Faction Fi¢hts at Kilseunh With Stones 
and Olubs— Moonlighters Out. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 2.—A party of Parnelilites at 
Kilsuph, who were celebrating the New Year 
last night, Getermined to wreak vengeance 
on their political enemies, the anti-Parnell- 
ites. Tney marched in a body to the rooms 
occupied by the workmen’sciubds and made an 
attack with stones upon the building, smash- 
ing all the windows and doing other damage. 
The mob gained fresh numbers while the at- 
tack was going on, and when a proposal was 
made to attack Temperance Hall it was re- 
ceived with shouts of approval. In a short 
time the latter buliding was in as 
bad a State of wreck as the 
Workmen’s Club. The polce were absent 
and the rioters had everything their own 
way. Gaining courage from the fact that no 
opposition was offered to their rowdyism, 
the mob attacked the residences of the town 
commissioners, who are supporters of Mr. 
Timothy Healy, ana the houses of other men 
who have been active opponents of the Par- 
nellite. 

The women in the houses were terribly 
frightened by the rioters, who threatened all 
manner of evil to them. Towards morning 
the mob dispersed, and the town, which had 
been in an uprvar for hours, became quiet, 
Many of those whotook part in the rioting 
were known by those whose houses were at- 
tacked, andto day a large number of the 
rioters were arrested, 

Another outrage by mooplighters Is re- 
ported from Tullan. a small town in County 
Clare. On Saturday night aband of 
moonlighters who had a grudge againsta 
man employed as a servant by the familv of 
the late Judge Brown, visited the residence 
of the Browns, which is_ situated a 
short distance from the town. One of the 
band who was in disyutse, entered the house 
and demanded to know the whereabouts of 
the man servant. The man was absent and 
the only occupants of the house were the 
daughters of the deceased magistrate. They 
informed the moonlighter that the man. he 
was looking for was not in the house. This 
information seemed to enrage the moonlight- 
er, whodrewa revolver and fired upon one 
of the girls. Fortunately his aim was 
bad, and thebullet went wide of its mark. 
He then amused himself by firing at 
random about the room untill his weapon was 
empty, when he withdrew and joined the 
gang that wasawaiting him outside. When 
they learned thatthe man they wanted was 
not in the house, the moonlighters withdrew 
without making any further trouble.

OBITUARY. 


JOHN OBADIAH WESTWOOD. 

LonpDoN, Jan. 2.—John Obadiah Westwood, 
M.A., F. , honorary President of’ the 
British Entomological Society, died to-day. 
Prof. Westwood was born in Shef- 
in 1865. He was educated at 
Lycifield and was appointed in 
1861 to the professorship of Zool- 
ogy founded at Oxford by the munificence of 
the late Rev. F. W. Hope. in 1855 the Royal 
Society awarded him one of the royal medals 
for his scientific works andin i860 he was 
elected to fill the place of the illustrious 
Humboldt as corresponding member of 
the Entomological soctlety at Paris. He wrote 
‘Introduction to the Modern Classification 
of Insects,’’ ‘*Entomologists’ Text-book,’’ 
published in 1838, ‘*British Butterfiles and 
their Transfor: nations,’ ’ in 1841, and a num- 
ber of other works of a similar nature.

PLAN OF REVOLUTION. 


Pronunciamento Against Diaz Issued to 
the People of Mexico. 

MONTEREY, Mexico, Jan. 2.—A pronuncia- 
mento has been issued by the Revolutionists, 
signei by 200 men, all prominent citizens of 
the Republic. It is as follows: 

Plan of revolution, conceived for the purpose of 
overcoming th- tyranny and despotism of President 
Diaz and returuing the country toits constitutional 
order. 

The undersigned Mexican citizers, in Tull exer- 
cise of our rights, and making use of the national 
laws conceded to us togovern ourselves, and in 
searchof the means for procuring happiness, con- 
sider: 

l. Thatthe people at all times have the right to 
revoke the power of their sovereign when the Ex- 
ecutive converts it into tyranny and uses itto his 
persona] advantage. 

2. That Gers. Diaz and Cabinet exercise an ar- 
bitrary power fortheir private benefit, taking for 
law their own voluntary capricesin order to satisfy 
their own illegitimate ambitions and personal ven- 
geance, exceeding in cruelty the most terrible 
beasts. ‘ihey exercise avarice and other inordinate 
passions. 

3. Im order to arrive atthisstate of things they 
have demoralized the nation with their system of 
terrorism, assassinating some and prostituting 
others, making them in company with themselves

roband abstract the national funds, placing the 
common people under the most terrible yoke, tak- 
ing away their principal rights, that is the right of 


personal security, the right of individual liberty 
and right of prosperity 

4. That Gen. Diaz, in his ambition to accumulate 
riches, has compromised the future of the nation by 
robberies, such as the recognition of the English 
and Spanish debt, the arrangement of the doméstic 
debt, the contracting of the German Joan and others 
which he is now arranging. 

5. Thattheintegrity of the vation isin such im- 
minent danger that our neighboring eountry has a 
deputy appointed by the American Congress, with 
sufficient funds, for the purpose of the purchase of 
Lower California.

G. That such a shameless situation has all the 
probabilities of prolonging the litical life of this 
autocrat that calls himself a esident. Hig au- 
dacity and cynicisin has been carried to suchan ex- 
treme as to bring about his indefinite re-election. 
At one time he was a pronounced anti-re-elec- 
tionist. 

7. That civil obedience has its limits, because the 
people, after giving over in part their will and force 
in order to create social powers, are not obliged to 
completely sacrifice their rights; thatis to say. not 
absolutely abdicate their will and power only so 
far as the good may require and’to secure the pros- 
perity of their co-associates. 

For all the above reasons we have hereby agreed 
to sustain the following: lan of revolution to over- 
throw the power of Gen. Diaz and re-establish tbe 
Constitution cf 1857 in the country: 

Art. 1. To disown Gen. Diazas President cf the 
United States of Mexic>s, and we pronounce him a 
traitor to his country and the Constitution that he 
swore to guard, and to the pian of Tuxtepec that ele- 
vated him to power.

This army is to be called the Constitutional 
ular, ood its motto shall be ‘**Constitution of 1857 
and national integrity.’’ 

Art. 7. Catarina Garza is to be known as Supreme 
Chief, but for the reason of uutiring persecutions ef 
the Government he will not appear at the head of 
the vanguard of the revoiution for some time. 

Art.8 Atthe taking of possession of the capital 
ofthe Republic the Supreme Chief, Catarina Garza, 
will call a general eleetion of the country for a Con- 
stitutional Convention to.meet in the City of Mexico 
four months after the capture of the capital. 

Art. 9. This Convention will proceed to revise the 
Constitution of 1857, making sueh reforms and 
amendments as they may consider proper, always 


keeping in mind the liberal system of federal de- 
mocracy. 
Art. 10. Inthe revision of the Constitution the 


following constitutiona! principles wiil be enacted: 
Ample liberty to ali political parties and the sup 
pression of the odious political assignation known by 
the name of **Ley fuga;’’ to removeall trammels to 
cammerce and industry; to give true sovereignt 
the Stetes acd independence to the municioaitiles: 
to base all additions and reforms on democratic 
principles. 

Art. 11. The revolution being triumphant and 
the government established, the wild lands shall be 
surveyed and given to Mexicans who may agree to 
cultivate them. 

Art. 12. The Governors and other authorities 
who immediately recognize this plan will be retained 
in their present positions, provided they may have 
been honorable members of the Tuxtepec pian, Con- 
stitution of 1857 and national jntearity,free suffrage 
and 8 re-election.

ONE MAYOR TOO MANY. 


Chief Magistrates-Elect of 


Long Island City. 

LONG ISLAND City, L. 1., Jan. 2.—This 
morning Mayor Gleason rode tothe City Hall 
ina buggy, and all along the line was loudly 
cheered. On reaching the City Hall he found 
a crowd of about 1,000 persons in and outside 
of the building, and also a large force of 
police on guard. At noon Horatio S. Sanford 
appeared at the Mayor’s office, accompanied 
by his lawyer, Mr. Stewart. At the door of 
the office Mr. Sanford was met by Mayor 
Gleason, and the two rival candidates for the 
office shook hands. 

Then Mr. Sanford addressed Mr. Gleason, 
saying: ‘‘As the legally elected Mayor of this 
city Ihave come hereto demand possession 
of this office and all the documents and books 
pertaining to it. I makethis demand in ac- 
cordance with the advice of Judge Cullen of 
the Supreme Court. 

Mayor Gleason replied: 

‘*Il have been lawfully elected Mayor of this 
city and have a proper certificate to show 
this. Ihave beenswornin and have taken 
my seat and shalicontinue to discharge the 
duties of Maycr for another term. For ‘this 
reason I refuse to comply with your de- 
mand,.’’ 

Mr. Sanford and his lawyer then left and 
proceeded to the office of City Treasurer 
Bleckwenn, where a iarge party of Mr. San- 
ford’s friends were waiting. After a con- 
sultation it was decided to send President of 
the Board of Aldermen Clavin to Mayor 
Gleason and demand that he vacate

to temporarily 

take charge of the office. Presiaent Clavin, 

accompanied by Lawyer Stewart, arrived at 

the Mayor’s office shortiy after 12 Oo ’clock. A 

formal demand was made upon Mr. Gleason 

for the office, but he refused to give it up. 

President Clavin and Lawyer Stewart then 
retired. 

Mr. Sanford and his lawyer will go before 
Judge Cullen to-morrow and present the 
mattertothe court, Itis expected that quo 
warranto proceedings will be tnstituted, and 
in this case the litigation will likely drag 
along for a year or two.

PASTIMES AND VISITING COLLEGE BOYS 
PLAY HARD FOOTBALL. 


The Eastern Experts Neatly Taken Into 
Camp by the Home Team-—Fair Spscta- 
tors Take Critical Interest in the Pro- 
ceedings—Details of the Game-This 
Afternoon’s Contest. 


Quite a contingent of St. Louls boys at- 
tend college in the East. When they re- 
turned home forthe holidays they naturally 
fell totelling their friencs of the exploits of 
their particular institution on the gridiron 
field and incidentally of thelr own prowess in 
pushing the pigskin.

NEw YorK, Jan 2.—Those who expected to 
heara retraction from Dr. McGlynn in his 
‘*doctrinal statement’’ at Cooper Union last 
night were disappointed.

I never sawa 
letter from him of more than six or seven 
lines. Everything he wrote was terseness It- 
self. Perhaps there was a little too much 
tersenessinhis style.

He was 
detall. He wanted gen- 
eral results. He was not a man 
who wanted to be obeyed implicitly.

CANADIAN GAME Laws. 


Sporting Costs High Among the Canucks, 
But They Preserve the Game. 


From Outing. 
To keep the destructiveness within reason- 


able bounds, and, atthe same time, not to 
interfere unreasonably withthe pleasure of 
true sportsmen, are the main objects of the 
recent changes in Canadian game laws. For 
this purpose the prohibition of the sale of 
certain game, the iimitation of the number 
of birds and animals to be killed and of the 
time for shooting, and the great bugaboo— 
the $25 license clause against non-residents 


of Canada—were incorporated in the laws, 
and in my humble opinion the measures are 
all good. 

it costs money to protect gamein a coun- 
try like Canada, and non-residents have no 
just cause for complaintifthey be asked to 
contribute atrifie toward Keeping game in 
that country forthemtoshoot. Nordoes the 
howl that a $25 license is a burden upon a 
sportsmen of limited means hold water. I 
don’t like a Chinese wall of law around the 
sport of any land, but shooting and fisbing 
these days are luxuries and must be paid for. 
Any man who can really afford the time and 
money for travelingin another country for 
sport can afford to pay $25 for a license to 
shoot. If he says he cannot, then he cannot 
afford to travel for sport at ail, nor afford to 
spend money enough while away to make it 
worth the while of Canucks, or any other 
people, to furnish game for him free gratis. 
Game must be protected. The Canadian 
system isa good one, in my opinion, and 
those who claim they cannot aflord the cost 
had@ best shoot in theirown county and fish 
in the family washtub or some equally ac- 
cesgible and inexpensive water.

In no department of finance or commerce | 
of St. Louis is the progress of thecity so 
clearly shown during the year of 1892 as in the 
phenomenal growth of its real estate busi- 
ness.

Another indication of the enormous in- 
crease of iast year’s business over each of 
the former years is seen in the annual state- 
ment ofthe office ofthe Recorder of Deeds. 
This report shows that there wasa grand 
total of 40,051 instruments of writing of 
various kinds fled for record, a gain of 4,046 
over 1891, which surpassed all previous 
years. During 1892 there were 7,792 deeds re- 
leased or canceled, a gain of 1,161 over 1891, 
indicating amost healthy and solid condi- 
tion of the community financially. The total 
receipts of the office for the past year were 
$63,832, an increase of $6,194 over 1891. 

Large and most pleasingly significant as 
this increase is,it is not big enough to assume 
the proportions ofa boom ina city Ike St. 
Louis with a population now estimated at 
525,000 people, 

The term of 1891 was ayear of depression 
following the Baring Bros. failure and §8&t. 
Louls felt the effects of that financial crash. 
Not as many other cities, in the loss 
of money or depreciation in securities, but 
in the hoarding of money that invariably fol- 
lows such financial storms the country over.

Inacre tracts within the city limits sales 
have been confined almost exclusively to 
the north and northwestern sections west 
of the cemeteries and soutRwesterly from 
there along the Natural bridge road. Over 
500 acres of such property has changed own- 
ership since the year began, and it has been 
sold for two or three times as much money 
asthe grantors would. have taken for the 
same lands two years ago. The extension 
of the Merchants’ Terminal road, opening 
up new manufacturing districts and the 
projected rapid transit lines into that ter- 
ritory are the factors which have created the 
demand for this undeveloped region. 

NEW SUBDIVISIONS. 
Sst ts shown by plats fled for record that the 
new subdivisions, laid out in 1892, takeina 
lot frontage of 120,865 feet.

Since 1889 the frontage added annually by 
new subdivisions bas steadily decreased, and 
since Jan. 1, 1890, the Jot frontage bullt upon 
has exceeded the number of feet included in 
the new subdivisions that have been laid out 
within that time, as may be seen by reference 
to the foregoing tabie. 

A conservative estimate shows that there 
was a lot frontage of 89 miles occupied oy 
new bullidings In 18¥z. This is equivalenttoa 
row of building improvements eccupying 
both sides of a street 19% miles long. \\ ithin 
the same period the city made only about 12% 
miles of new streets. From this it is plainly 
seen that building is progressing nearly 
three times faster than the city extends its

In the past tWo years 116,000 front feet or 
twenty-two miles more of lot frontage has 
been occupied by new buildings than have 
been added by new subdivisions with the 
same period. 

With such resntilts asthis, supported by ac- 
tual figures, it is easy to understand the rea- 
son for the constantly enhancing value of 
lots, and the Knowledge should for- 
ever silence the croaking about the vast 
amountof ground remaining unsubdivided 
within the city Iimits.

demand. Few important fires have occurred 
among the cane felds of late and it is hoped

Walden usually has the larger stable, 
and sends his horses to the post half fit or 
wholly unfit,and when the conditions are 
entirely unsuited. Thus he, his horses, and 
his jockey, Littlefield, are the bane of race- 
goers and *‘form players,’’ and are the sub- 
ject of about as much damaging gossip in the 
ring as those ofany half-dozen other train- 
ers Cn the turf. 

AGAINS® OUTLAWED OWNERS. 

The Board of Control has decided that a 
horse owned by an outlawed owner cannot 
be transferred or sold with or without en- 
gagements for the purpose of racing on the 
trac¥s within the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Control. This, atany rate, seems to be 


a meaning of the decision arrived at in the 
case of Bookmaker Rose, who has of late 
purchased a lot of thoroughbreds for racing 
on the tracks of the Atlantic seaboard.

Revival of the Bribery Scandal at the 
German Capital. 


A SOCIALIST PAPER WILL PRINT THE 
NAMES OF MEN INVOLVED. 


Ten Officials ‘of the Empire Among the 
Boodlers — Members of Parliament 
Among the Beneficiaries—Origin ofthe 
Fund andthe Purposes for Which It 
Was Used. 


BERLIN, Jan, 2.—The Vorwaerts bas virtu- 
ally promised to publish the names of tne 
recipients of the Guelph fund bribes. It re- 
calls the speech of Caprivi before the lower 
house in April, 1891, in which the Chancellor 
said that the papers referring to the disposal 
of the income from the Guelph fund had been 
burned and the Government claimed carte 
blanche in the use of this income. 

Still the Vorwaerts has awakened pubiic 
curiosity as tothe recipients of the fund and 
this will not be easily lulled. The fund was 
at the absolute disposal of the Ministers for 
combating the anti-German agitation and 
undoubtedly it was extended to acquiring 
secret military intelligence, etc. These re- 
cipients must be eliminated before the scan- 
dal can be proved. Only two of the receipts 
bear dates subsequent to Bismarck’s resig- 
nation—one for 2,000 marks and the other for 
5,000 marks. Everybody is convinced that 
Count Caprivi could frankly state who were 
the recipients without compromising him- 
self. 

The majority of the Berlin editors speak 
fully as sharply againstany policy except one 
of fulland immediate investigation. There 
is no doubt, however, that Prince Bismarck 
had the receipts for money from the Guelph 
fund burned every year, afterhe had sub- 
mitted the report of expenditures to the 
Emperor, The information supplied to the 
Vorwaerts 1s believed to have been gained for 
the Social Democrats by August Bebel, 
Should Bebel be as disingenuous as he usu- 
ally is in cases whera an advantage is to be 
acquired over the Government, an investi- 
gation such asthe one recommended will be 
exceedingly perilous, as the Government’s 
lack Of means would leave the Social Demo- 
crats fairly free to besmirch many high repu- 
tations, even it they failed to command 
sufficient proofs to back them. 

The following is the origin of what fs called 
the Guelph funa: After the annexation of 
Hanover by Prussia, by the convention of 
Sept. 29, 1867, between King George of Han- 
over, father of the Duke of Cumberland, and 
the Prussian Government, King George was 
to receive sixty millions.
